Canada will 
face period of 
slow growth: 
economist

PELHAM - Canadians can realistically 
expect an extended period of slow eco¬ 
nomic growth. 

Economist Derek Burleton said last 
week instead of a typical modest level 
of 3% annual growth, we will drop into a 
period of 2% growth. 

That follows a rebound year after the 
Great Recession. 

“We should ask the what-if questions,” 

Commerce members during an economic 
briefing lunch at Lookout Point Country 

"We just need to be prepared," when 
looking across the world. 

"We will see further periods of global 
turbulence.” 

However, the deputy chief economist of 
the TD Bank Financial Group did not fore¬ 
see a double-dip recession, particularly in 
the United States. 

"There is about a 30% risk of a double¬ 
dip recession," he said about Canada’s big¬ 
gest trading partner,

Remembering 
the Lost Generation 

I twas called the Lost Generation. 

X The term became popular following 
the First World War—the young men 
and women who came of age just before, 
during and after 1914 to 1918 seemed lost 
on a number of levels. 

There were fewer of them. Millions died 
in four years of fighting. The survivors 
felt dispirited by the shattering personal 
experience of war. The future seemed 
aimless as economies faltered. 

You get a feeling for this lost generation 
when you look at local cenotaphs. 

The Old Pelham Town Hall on Canboro 
Rd. has one that lists those from the 
Township of Pelham who did not return 
from the FftstWorid War When you count 
them andlookat the ages, you realize they 
were the equivalent of this year's graduating 

In the war Pelham lost a significant 
group ofyoungpeople. Those who returned 
remember those who didn't Locally it led 
to the erection of the cenotaph and to local 
Remembrance ceremonies. 

This weekend the tradition continues. 

Remembrance events will be held 
Sunday, Nov. 7, atthetawn’sthree 
cenotaphs in Fenwick, Pelham Centre and 
FonthilL The Royal Canadian Legion Branch 
613 organizes the series of remembrance 
ceremonies in Fenwick's Centennial Park

Vitamin D 

There has been a lot of talk about vitamin D lately. Patients 
have questions about its purpose, how much of it to take, and 
what kind of vitamin D they should be using. 

Most people do not get enough vitamin D from food or sun 
exposure, and most multivitamins do not contain enough for 
people to maintain healthy levels. 

Traditionally vitamin D had been used for its role in helping 
with the absorption of calcium and maintaining healthy bones. 
It is now thought that adequate vitamin D may decrease the 
risk of colon cancer and perhaps other cancers. The risk of 
diabetes, hypertension, cardiovascular disease and multiple 
sclerosis may also be linked to low levels of vitamin D. 

Children can take 400 III per day. Adults can take 1000 to 
2000 lU/day to maintain adequate vitamin D levels. One week’s 
adult dose (7000 to 14000 III) can be taken as a single dose. 
Or, a monthly mega dose of 50,000 IU can be taken. Vitamin D 
toxicity is not common. Symptoms include nausea, vomiting, 
loss of appetite, and confusion. Toxic levels are only reached by 
people taking more that 50,000 IU per day for several months. 

Vitamin D can come as a supplement as D2 or D3. Vitamin 
D2 comes from a plant source and D3 from lanolin. Vitamin 
D3 is more than three times effective as vitamin D2 in raising 
and maintaining blood levels over a long period of time. Some 
people who have severe kidney disease need to take a special 
form of vitamin D called calcitriol to benefit from it. 

Some foods contain vitamin D. These include salmon, 
canned tuna, and fortified milk. The other source of vitamin 
D is sun exposure. The skin produces vitamin D3 in response 
to the sun. In Canada sun exposure from November to March 
is limited. It is best to ask the advice of your doctor about the 
amount of sun exposure without sunscreen that is safe for you. 

The role of vitamin D in overall health isjust being discovered. 
We do know that most people are deficient in this essential 
nutrient. Please come and talk to the pharmacist about how to 
ensure you are getting adequate amounts of vitamin D.

Understanding Year-End 
Mutual Fund Distributions

* FINANCIAL VIEW 


Ah, mutual funds. Many of us own them within our 
investment portfolios. And why not? Mutual funds allow 
the average investor to invest in many stocks and bonds 
from Canada and around the world that they couldn't 
normally purchase on an individual basis. When you 
invest in mutual funds, your money is pooled with money 
from other investors and then invested on your behalf by 


During the course of the year, the mutual fund manager 
may sell individual stocks and bonds within the fund as 
better investments present themselves, thus potentially 
realizing a capital gain. Individual stocks and bonds held 
within the mutual fund may also pay distributions in the 
form of dividends or interest. 

tual funds are also known as flow-through 
investments, meaning that taxable income earned inside 
the fund is taxable as if you held the investment directly 
rather than the fund itself. The income that is earned in 
the mutual fund is “flowed through - to you in exactly the 
way it was paid into the fund. In other words, 
interest earned within the fund is taxable to you as 
interest, dividends distributed within the fund are taxable 
to you as dividend payments and capital gains are taxable 
to you as capital gains. These tax implications are avoided 
if the mutual fund is held in a tax sheltered account such 
i a Registered Retirement Savings Plan, a Tax Free 
Savings Account or a Registered Education Savings Plan. 
However, non-registered investment accounts are not tax 
sheltered and are a different story altogether. 


As the year end approaches, it's important for 
individual investors who hold mutual funds within a nc 
registered account to be aware how certain buy and sell 
transactions can affect their taxable income for the year. 
If you sell mutual funds in a non-registered, non-ta 
sheltered account and there is a capital gain on thi 
fund, you will pay the applicable taxes. If you were the 
owner of a mutual fund for most or all of the year, you 
will be sent a tax slip for any capital gains realized by 
the fund during the year through the buying and selling 
of stocks within that fund. 

“Imagine purchasing a mutual fund net 
year end, having it in your portfolio for only 
a couple of short months but being 
responsible for all taxable capital gains 
realized on the fund throughout the year!” 


But what if you purchase inti 
the end of the year but before any distribution is made? 
If the mutual fund realizes any capital gains during the 
year, you will be subject to declaring the tax on the 
capital gain as well, even though you may not have held 
the mutual fund at the time that the gains were realized. 
Imagine purchasing a mutual fund near year end, having 
it in your portfolio for only a couple of short months but 
being responsible for all capital gains realized on the 
fund throughout the yearl Not a pretty picture. This is 
one instance where delaying your purchase and “timing 
the market" may actually mal
